Planners back Council 








Bars, auto agencies 
face new controls 


The Planning Commission, 
Wednesday, Nov. 23, backed the 
City Council’s move to tighten 
control on the location of bars 
and automobile agencies by ape 
proving an amendment to four 
Sections of the zoning regulae 
tions, 

One section requiring condie 
tional use permits for automo. 
bile agencies, paint and repair 
shops, cocktail lounges and tae 
verns was opposed by Commise 
Sioners Frank Carpenter and 
Phillip Born, 

Controversy on the latter 
section developed over the loe 
cation of a tavern, The Tender 
Trap, on Foothill Boulevard 
near Upland High School. A 
storm of protestfrom residents 
in the area preceded the Coune 
cil’s decision to pass an emere 
gency ordinance for control of 
C4 zones, 

The CUP requirement will 
give the City permanent tight 
controls over where these types 
businesses are to be located. 


Carpenter stated that he saw no 
reason to change the C-4 zone 
regulations merely because of 
one complaint. 

‘These businesses have been 
compatible in the C-4 zone in 
the past and I see no reason to 
change now,” Carpenter said. 

Carpenter added that he didn’t 
feel this area of regulation 
Should be thrown on the shoule 
ders of the Planning Commise 
sion, 

“The City Council is the 
place for the citizenry to obe 
ject to particular incidents,’ 
he declared. 

The other amended sections 
are as follows: 

--Defined cafe as a bonifide 
eating place as stated by the 
Board of Equalization and 
provided that no dancing, theae 
trical performances or entere 
tainment of any nature be maine 
tained therein or in connection 
therewith, 

--Set up the same definition 
for restaurant and tea-room.

$34 million flood control 
program gains approval 


A plan for food control along 
Cucamonga creek and Deer 
creek in San Bernardino and 
Riverside counties has been 
approved by Brig. Gen. F. F, 
Wilhoyt, Jr., division engineer 
of the South Pacific Division, 
U. &. Army Corps of Engle 
neers, The report now goes to 
Washington for approval by the 
Chief of Army Engineers and 
the Board of Engineers for 
Rivers and Harbors. 

The flood control plan was 
designed by the Los Angeles 
District of the Corps of "te 
gineers, in cooperation with 
local interests in the affected 
area. It calls for rectangular 
concrete-lined channel the full 
length of Cucamonga creek from 
San Antonio Heights to the 
Prado Reservoir, and concrete. 
lined channel along Deer creek 
from its headwaters to Cucae 
monga creek. 

The existing San Antonio 
Heights diversion system will 
be enlarged and improved, a 
debris basin and collection 
levee will be built for Demens, 
Thorpe and Angalls canyons, 


and debris basins will be built 
in Deer canyon and a small 
admacent canyon. 

The proposed project ts es- 
timated to cost $34,500,000, of 
which $26,300,000 would be 
borne by the federal governe 
ment, The local costs of 
$2,200,000 would be for lands, 
easements, rights of way, water 
conservation outlets, and ree 
locetion of roads, bridges and 
utilities,

Instead of testing every ple 
pll in the state at selected 
grade levels as required tn the 
present program, the CEP proe 
posed that modern sampling 
technique imilar to those used 
by the Gallup and Harris polls 
be utilized, 

The state should be able to 
satisfy its interest in school 
effectiveness by a sample of 
not more than 10 per cent of 


one grade level,’’ the CEP said, 
“Such a plan would save large 
printing, idministering and 
Scoring costs, Time Savings for 
local school district staffs 
would be considerable, thus give 
ing the local districts a chance 
to regain time to devote to 
their own testing programs,’

A $250,000 federally-supe 
ported experiment inCallfornia 
has estatlished the value af 
Special school programs for 
mentally-cifted children «-and 
it has also pinpointed numer. 
ous problems, 

The experimental vehicle was 
California Project Talent 
(CPT), It involved three and 
one-half years of effort by the 
Special Education Division of 
the State Department of Edu- 
cation and six local school dis. 
tricts--Imvis, Lompoc, Las 
Angeles, Pasadena, Ravense 
wood, and San Juan, 

The districts set up demon. 
Stration programs using differ. 
ent approaches which have 
proved successful for helping 
the gifted. Davis and Lompoc 
developed special classes, Los 
Angeles experimented with ene 
richment of regular courses, 
Pasadena and Ravenswood tried 
acceleration of students. And 
San Juan developed special ef. 
forts in teaching and counsele 


ing. 
School board members,

own schools,

Patrick Dennis Quinn, age 
17, is a fighting Irishman who 
actually had the nerve to favor 
Michigan State over Notre Dame 
in the biggest college football 
game of the year.

Five times a week the brothe 
ers would trot out into the yard 
for games of tackle football, 
without equipment. Pat also had 
two younger brothers; Steve, 
a starting halfback as a sophoe 
more this year, and T. J., a 
youngster of 12. Withfive brothe 
ers clashing heads he had to 
come out tough. 

On the field Pat’s two outs 
standing accomplishments are 
the single season rushing (l,- 
082 yards) and total offense 
(1,485 yards) marks he set at 
Upland, 

Upland had a good team, but 
even with sound blocking Pat 
had to make a lot of yardage 
on his own, sometimes carrye 
ing two or three tacklers with 
him for an extra twoyards. 

Pat himself credits blocking 
for most of his success, dee 
claring, ‘‘A back can’trun withe 
out blocking.’® 

He also pointed out that the 
blocking in the backfield was 
better this year, ‘especially 
with Dave Garcia.’’ 

In a season that saw Upland 
roll over many opponents, Pat 
picks the tough games as his 
favorite. He like the Pomona 
game best, because it was the 
tightest. ‘‘Everyone tries hard- 
er in a tough game,” he says. 

Pat, a two-year letterman, 
doesn’t express any particular 
football philosophy or mySe 
terious strategy for preparing 
for a game. He simply likes to 
stay loose and relaxed before 
going to the field. 

“When I was a sophomore 
they always said ‘think foote 
ball, live football,’ but I pree 
fer' to be relaxed. I make mise 
takes when I get tense,’’ he 
explained.

The need, suspected by lege 
islaters who approved the Act, 
has been graphically revealed 
by the first round of tests given 
under the law, the results of 
which were reported to the 
State Board of Pducation Nov, 
10 tn Los Angeles, 

They showed that 90 per cent 
of Callfornta’s 1,150-plus 
achool districts qualify for stite 
funds to hire spectaliat teachers 
of reading and 77 per cent of 
the districts would qualify for 
supplementary aid beyond that 
on thé basis of the proportion 
of their pupils showing need for 
special help in reading.

Stanford Achievement Tests, 
given all California Ist and 
Qnd graders, showed that Ist 
graders, on the average, are 
three months behind national 
norms in reading capabllity ef.

pared the test. It showed 2nd 
graders making what Dr, Henry 
Magnuson, research ehtef tn 
the State Department of Edue 
eation, called “substintial 
progress,’’ 

On the basis of this proge 
ress, Magnuson said he fae 
vyored withholding judgement of 
the state reading program until 
the rate of progress between 
grades 2 and 3 canbe assessed, 
Grade 3 will be tested next year, 

In the Ist grade, test pube 
lishers’ national norms indie 
eate that students in the 25th 
percentile should answer 37 out 
of 75 questions tn the test core 
rectly; in the 50th percentile, 47 
out of 73; in the 76th pere 
centile 57 our of 73, California 
Int graders scored 21,31 and 
Ab, respectively, 

In the 2nd grade, the national 
norm is 37, $0 and 62 In the 
three percentile slots, Calle 
fornia 2nd graders scored 24, 
38 and 55 respectively.
